PASSENGERS SAVED.

over all citizens who doubt the propri- 
ety of going into a municipal water 
supply, which carries a wooden pipe, 
pumping plant and a cloud of law suits 
with It. 


The Bay Cities attorney, whose ora- 


tory is principally relied on, is tell r.g 
the people that his company has al- 
ready a merchantable title and that 
there is not a suit on file against it in 
any 
court 
It is to be regret- 


ted If a statement so secretive of the 
troth shall influence a vote In fa^or of 
that corporation Tie lawsuits to come 
will be to prevent the dVversior of the 
water by this corapanv Ic is now under 
notice disputing its right to divert or 
take at all the water which it proposes 
to send to Oakland through a wooden 
pipe. It concedes that three years will 
be required to build the dams and i he 
wooden pipe, and that the money Tor 
which our bonds are sold is to -e- 
maln in escrow until then 
The com- 


pany then proposes to take our morey 
and give the city back a bond of nne 
million dollars to indemnify us for I he 
expense of law suits 
in which

transaction will imolve Oakland. 


It will be seen that there can be no 


suits against the company until it sup- 
plies a cause of action by diversiop of 
the water, and that we are to -wait 
three years for that diversion, and 
and thereafter must wait an indefinite 
time for the conclusion ol the suits, 
Kir our title, with a good prospect of 
doing -without water and having a dry 
plant and innumerable lawsuits on our 
hands at the same t'me. 


In 1903 the Bay Cities Water Com- 


pany offered its property to San Fran- 
cisco 
Mr. Grunsky, then City Engi- 


neer of that city and now a member 
of the Panama Canal Commission, nas 
ordered to examine the proposition and 
his report was against it on account of 
insufficiency, infirmity 
of title an'l 


probable quality. He said the water 
claimed by the company had "been de- 
termined by it as though there were 
no adverse claims to it." 
He found 


that the water sheds are soil covered, 
and wherever the water was standing 


it was covered by a vigorous growth of 
algae, which in the beds of the streams 
formed a carpet more than a quarter of 
an inch thick 
He found the water 


sheds grazed by live stock and said, 
"the run off waters of such a region 
cannot be rated as of prime quality 


isky said 


that, "if, notwithstanding an aggre- 
gate yield less than desirable and a 
quality of water which must be assum- 
ed to require filtering, it be thought ad- 
visable by the Board of Supervisor^ 
to continue the investigation further, 
then the next step should be the deter, 
mination of the rights of the corrpany 
to the run off waters of the water sheds 
claimed to be controlled by it.

In discussing the problem of river 
Improvement,- the qualities which give special value to the Sun's views 
have shone conspicuously. It is refreshing to find a journal so ardent- 
ly committed to the cause of river improvement fairly meeting the 
objections raised to the plans suggested and frankly stating the posi- 
tion of those with whom it does not agree. If the other journals pub- 
lished in the river towns would approach the issue as dispassionately 
and with as clear an appreciation of the difficulties which must be. en- 
countered, the problem of river improvement would be much nearer 
"solution. 


In commenting on the initial blunder made by the proponents of 


the scheme now before the Legislature in failing to consult certain 
'large landed interests before formulating their plans, the Sun said: 


"This was a tactical blunder that we protested against from the 


very start. Mr. Shinn admitted in the theater hele last Thursday that it 
.was a blunder. That our plan would have succeeded is proven by 
the fact that a meeting of the land owners was called by land owners 
-of the lower islands, and -as a consequence of the discussions all below 
Sacramento, and all the land south of the railroad in the Yolo basin 
became almost unanimous in favor o:i the amended bill. The meeting 
,at Colusa gave evidence of the fact that the land owners would have 
taken kindly to any really good measure, but when men set themselves 
up as wiser than the people, a,nd announce that the people do not know 
what they want, there is a general bucking, and progressive, go-ahead 
men join hands with the constitutional kickers. 


"All men are not to be measured by the constitutional kicker. 


There are those who would kick if tendered a free ticket to Heaven by 
the Elijah route, but where there is a call for a real advance movement 
the majority may be trusted to move up to it, and if the reasonable 
men of any district of country cannot be trusted with plans, one can 
jnst bet one's bottomest dollar that the plan cannot be made to go. We 
are disgusted as well as astonished at the move." 


In this recognition of the forthright fact that men are entitled to 


be consulted when it comes to taxing them, the veteran editor of our 
Colusa contemporary exhibits the practical common sense and the 
spirit of fairness for which he is noted. The wise thing to have done 
was to have taken the land owners into confidence in formulating plans. 
Nothing so irritates property owners or arouses their suspicions more 
quickly than springing some scheme -on them without asking their 
approval. In this instance the blunder is the more inexcusable from 
the obvious facf that the Legislature cannot be induced to authorize 
any scheme of river improvement which is not harmoniously backed 
by all the interests involved. There must be both community of in- 
terest and unity of action. Least of all can the navigation interests 
centered in San Francisco bay be ignored. 
| 


On this point we beg to assure our Colusa contemporary that we 


are no more blind to the dangers threatening the river approaches to 
this harbor than we are unfriendly to the scheme of land reclamation 
and river improvement so imperfectly developed at Sacramento. We 
are aware that detritus is constantly drifting into the bay, but it will 
not mend the matter tc accelerate this movement. Neither do we 
place any dependence on brush dams and Digger pine logs as preven- 
tives, to river wash coming down into the tidal basins. There are three 
thinpri to be desired in this connection—the preservation of the naviga- 
ble channels of San Pablo bay, the improvement of the navigable chan- 
nels of the rivers and the reclamation of the partially submerged lands 
of the delta basin. These projects are all related and must be solved, 
by concert of action and a plan in harmony with all. 


THE TRIBUNE is a friend to all these projects ancl will be a 


willing ally to all who desire to promote them, but it cannot lend itself 
to any scheme which seeks to promote one interest at the.expense of 
the others. Be sure you are right and then go ahead—we will be 
with you.

POINTED PARAGRAPHS 


The Senate Purges Itself. 


The Senate has vindicated itself in the only way possible by ex- 


pelling the four Senators involved with Joe Jordan in the Building and 
Loan bribery scandal. It was a disagreeable duty perfortned with dig- 
nity and no.t in too great haste. From the first the circumstances of 
the case strongly indicated the guilt of the accused Senators, and each 
subsequent development only confirmed first impressions. The char- 
acter of the defense set up did not impress the public favorably, and the 
attorney who conducted it added discredit to the accused men, whose 
conduct and i language intensified the opproprium under which they 
labored. 


When the committee, under the chairmanship of Senator Belshaw, 


rendered its report, the final result was a foregone conclusion. Bunk- 
ers, Emmons, French and Wright stood convicted in the public mind 
without reservation. The moral certainty of their guilty was beyond ar- 
gument. There was only one thing to do, for the Senate could not allow 
these men to retain their seats without being shamed and disgraced. 
Even the plea for mercy covertly advanced that the convicted boodlers 
were being punished for sins of which others were equally guilty, was 
an implied insult to the other Senators. It was a plea of guilty and 
a scandalous accusation couched in terms of entreaty. 
; 


Since the case wa; so clear and public opinion so united, the Sen- 


ate could only do its duty with firmness and decorum. The expulsion 
was not accompanied by any threatrical denunciation, and was without 
heated debate. Better still, there were no dissenting votes against the 
righteous judgment of the Belshaw committee. There was pardonable 
sympathy for the families of the disgraced men, commiseration for the 
plight of the culprits themselves, but there could be no varnishing of 
the. facts or paltering with the dignity of the Senate and the honor of 
the State. 


Thus ends a disgraceful episode so far as the Legislature is con- 


cerned ; the criminal courts of the State will deal with the case hence- 
forth, and as the expelled Senators must soon face a jury further com 
ment would be out of place at this time.

WHEELMEN SHOULD NOT 


USE SIDEWALK. 


OAKLAND, Cat, February 27, '05. 
Editor TRIBUNE:—With more or 


ess surprise and amusing interest, 1 
find in this evening's Issue of your 
edition, an article bearing on "Side- 
walk Rights of Wheelmen," more so 
from the fact of its attestation, by the 
signature of an attorney. Permit me, 
therefore, to voice myself in direct re- 
gard to the article above referred to. 
It is somewhat of a surprise to find 
that a learned gentleman of the bar, 
takes upon himself the task of utiliz- 
ing the public press, to defend a pre- 
sumptive'^ slighted "rights of wheel- 
men," which, in the eye of a sehsible- 
minded public, is a farce and ridicule. 
I have ridden the wheel on track and 
road for the past fifteen years in" the 
East; but, never, no never, have I 
ever seen or heard of an ad vocation of 
defense, -for the right of a wheelman 
to ride upon the public sidewalk of a. 
city. Even were there no enacted or- 
dinances for the prohibition of such 
monstrosity, should it not appeal to the 
common sense of a wheelman, let alone 
a gentleman of the' learned profes- 
sion, that the public highway or street 
If you would have it. Is the proper 
place for a vehicle, and certainly not 
the sidewalk. A bicycle comes smder 
the heading and classification of a ve- 
hicle, and as such its owner must' nec- 
essarily commit himself or herself to 
etiquette of the road, as people of 
sound mind do in the East. 


From my observation of the traffic 
In1 the principle towns of the Pacific 
coast, I yet have to find that, of the 
roads and streets used by the cycling 
public, the traffic is a hindrance to the 
safe riding of a bicycle rider. Mention 
is made In the article, that the drivers 
of vehicles disregard the rights of 
wheelmen on the street.

By found a way to produce by artificial 
Sneans, the fertilization of sea urch- 
ins. His statement in connection with 
the experiments he'has just concluded 
is expected to be o£ intense interest

In a series of papers I have describ- 


ed a method by which it is possible to 
produce swimming larvae from the un- 
fertilized egg oE the sea-urchin. This 
method consists in putting the sez.- 
urchins' eggs for about two hours inti> 
sea-water whose concentration is rais- 
ed by the addition o£ about 15 cc. 2%N 
NaCl to 100 cc. or sea-water. The de-

eggs for about two hours and twenty 
minutes into a mixture of 100 cc. sea- 
water and 15 cc. N NaCl at a temper- 
ature of about 19 or 20 degrees C: The 
eggs were then put into normal sea-- 
water, where they were left.for about 
five or ten minutes and then put into 
another dish with a 50 cc. sea-water.

letin. I found that if the unfertilized 
eggs of Stroniryiocentrotus are brought 
into 50 cc. of !>ea-water, to which about 
0.6 cc. of a grammaiecular solution o.C 
ethyllactetate is added, and left in this 
water • for from two to four minutes 
they not only form a membrane when 
put back into normal sea-water, but 
begin also to segment. At a temper- 
ature of about 19 deg. or 20 deg. C. 
they begin to divide into two cells, 
about five or six hours after the treat- 
ment with ethylacetate, and later they 
may divide into more cells. In about 
twenty-four hours, however, all the 
eggs disintegrate, and I have never 
seen an egg which had been thus 
treated reach, the blastula stage. 
"If the egg;; are left in the mixture of 
ethylacetate and sea-water they nei- 
ther form a membrane nor do they 
segment. 
"On the other hand, the application 
of my old method of artificial parthen- 
ogenesis gave me this year poor re- 
sults, owing .possibly to the fact that 
the breeding season of Strongyloccn- 
trotus is just beginning.

"Waste, "Walsh, 
Burke and Strobrldgo. Assemblyman Es- 
pejr TWOS absent. 
County Assessor Dal- 


ton .was on hand and his views as to facts 
connected with county offices were wel- 
comed by Senator L-ukcna, who occupied 
the chair. 


CHANGES RECOMMENDED. 


Increase in the number of clerks and 
salaries were ordered as follows, although 
SL number of the requests were denied:

The first question raised was as to rec- 
ommendation of an assistant prosecuting 
attorney for the police courts of Oakland. 
Senator Simpson asked If one prose- 
cutor were not enough for that purpose. 
Assemblyman Walsh produced a certi- 


fied1 
^ copy or the calendar of Police Court 
No. 2, showing that it. was. .loaded down 
with petty larceny, misdemeanor and fel- 
ony cases, in fact, that there-were; enough 
of jury cases to keep the courts ffoing un- 
til the 28th of next" August. 
Senator Xaikens aske$ how ,many cases 


had been tried in January. . 
Mr. "Walsh said that he did not know, 


but he had a certified document from the 
clerk showing: that the fines and forfeit- 
ures for that month had amounted to 
$5720. 
Senator Lukens asked why, under the 
circumstances, the county should not sus- 
tain the court. 
Assemblyman Burke wanted to know 
why the work should not be attended to 
by the District Attorney's office, 


i 
Mr. Walsh said that this was a. matter 
which belonged to the city. The salary 
of the assistant nrosecutor was to be 
$1500. 
The revenue of the court was 
such as to render the court more than 
self-sustaining. 
Senator Lukens asked if Mr. "Walsh 
meant that the receipts would pay the 
salaries of Judges, prosecuting attorney 
and assistant. 
Mr. Walsh • said that the salary of the 
prosecutor was $1800, that of the assist- 
ant would be $1500 and the clerk was 
$1800. 
Senator Simpson asked how they got 
along at present. 
Mr. "Walsh .said that the total collec- 


tions amounted to 55300. 
Senator Lukens asked about the phono- 
graphic reporter. 
Mr. "Waish said the reporter was paid 


by the county, and there was a system of 


Mr. Waste said that the salary of the 


Judge would be $2400. 
Senator Simpson asked whether or not 
this work could be attended to by the dls- 
torlct attorney's office. 
Mr. Walsh said that an assistant pros- 
ecutor was absolutely needed. 
He had 


been conencted with the court for a num- 
ber of j-ears. and' he knew whereof he 
spoke. 


ELLIOT'S PROTEST. 


Mr. Burke then read the following pro- 


test from Councilman Elliot of Oakland: 
"I believe that the creation of Police 
Court No. 2, with all its expensive ma. 
chinery, was a.ncl is unnecessary. While 
we may concede that the population of 
Oakland ls"lncreasing- very rapidly, let us 
hope that criminals .are not Increasing in 
the same proportion. I.thinlc I can speak 
for the members of the council when' x 
say, that we had'no idea that we were 
providing for the creation of. a. separate 
police court.when we fitted up the "quar- 
ters now occupied by the judge of that 
court. At. the time it was discussed I was 
prepared with statistics to 
show" that 
Oakland, in proportion of its population, 
was well equipped so far" us its police 
court was concerned, but unfortunately, 
I have not those statistics at hand now. 
I believe that another prosecuting, officer 
for Police Court No. 2 should not be pro- 
vided for by any 'bill for the simple rea- 
son that the city is not able financially to 
support such an officer. 
It is a question 


of finances pure and simple. 
Of course, 


if there were an absolute necessity for 
the offices, finances would have to be 
provided by Increasing the. taxation of the 
people. 
I do not, however, think that 
such an officer is necessary in the sense 
that the people should be burdened with 
the support of such an officer. 
I do not 


think tha.t the error committed when 
Police Court No. 2 was established should 
be perpetuated. -It Is .an easy -thing- 'to 
have officers, but: it is a more; difficult 
thing to-prived the finances by which 
these offices can be run. As you know, 
Oakland is struggling along under an ex- 
cessively'high rate .of tax^ and it ls,.,-all 


we can do to bring Oakland out even' at 
the end of the fiscal'year. - T 
--. 
"I think you gentlemen should,' bear 
this in mind as the representatives of 
Oakland in the assembly chamber." The 
persons who are asking you to pass this 
bill should bear the burden of proof. 
Surely Oakland should notlbe compelled 
to show that there is,, no necessity for 
Mich an officer. 
Thnse thinking such an 


• ifCtcer is necessary should have cast upon 
them the burden of convincing you gen- 
•Jemen that it is a necessity.

"In view of the financial condition ot 


{ Oakland and thP high rates of taxes here, 
I think you gentlemen should uemanu of 
those who-proDose the bill 
more tha.n 
faUfHcient reasons befote you vote for it or 
favor It,.in r committee. 
"I believe that if you gentlemejn will 
take the matter up, you-can. lpi>k .out for 
Oakland as well as 1 could do were I on 
the giound 
If I were there, I should cer- 
tainly appear before your committee and 
oppose a favorable report on the bill with 
all the efforts 
that I could .command." 


"ABSOLUTELY NECESSARY." 


.Assemblyman Walsh reported that the 


position of. assistant, prosecutor in the 
Police Court .was absolutely: -necessary, 
because up to the present time that offi- 
cer had been, paid 'but of -the personal 
funds of the district;,attorney. - . , . 
Mr. Burke, said that ho had looked, into 
the matter pretty thoroughly and that he 
could see no reason why the office in 
question should be created. 
A vote was taken on the proposition of 
the delegation in attendance at the time, 
the vote being as follows:

Senator Lukens wanted to know what 
necessity there was for a strenographer 
in tho sheriff's office. 
Senator Leavitt said there was great 
need for a strenographer there. The ma- 
chine was going all the time.

Senator SVmpson said he ..understood 
that thefe was one. deputy in the sheriff s 
office who was there without authority of 
law and'that this measure was-proposed 
to legalize his employment. . .

"Ton as's for my opinion upon the 


question of law which Mr. Olney has 
discussed in-the following paragraph:. 


" 'The fear that disastrous competi- 


tion may ensue between the Contra 
Costa Water Company and the city in 
the event of the city installing its own 
plant, possesses many o! our 
best 


citizens. I know of 
good 
business 


men who are much disturbed over 
this prospect. But a little examina- 
tion of the law will show there is no 
good reason for it. 
Every city has 


absolute control of its streets in the 
Interest of the 
general 
public. No 


corporation can use those streets, ex- 
cept as ordinary individuals use them, 
•without special permission from the 
city.. Unless, the constitution or the 
.general law* makes provision therefor, 
no water 
company can 
open- the 


:«treets in a city to lay or repair its 
water pipes unless the city gives that 
(permission. This is elementary 
law. 


Now the constitution 
of California 


does provide for opening streets by a 
T.-ater company for its pipes when and 
where the city'has no water plant of 
its own. As soon as a city comes in- 
to possession of a plant of its own the 
general rule app'-eg and no street can 
be opened, without license from 
the 


city. See section 19 of Art. XI of'the 
constitution. Is it to be supposed that 
a city will allow its streets to be open- 
ed and pipe-laid by a competitor v.-ith 
itself in supplying the city with wa- 
ter? To ask the question is to answer 
it. The Contra Costa 
Water 'Com- 


pany ras, under the constitution, and 
•because we have no municipal water 
plant, exercised its permissive right 
under -the constitution to lay pipes in 
our streets, and let us suppose that 
after we have installed a plant of our 
own we" are still bound, as a matter of. 
equity, to permit 
the 
company 
to 


open the streets to repair its pipes, 
that is certainly as much as the com- 
pany can claim. 
~v7e .can forbid the 


laying of pipe in any new place or to 
a new building. In my opinion we 
can prevent the laying of new pipe 
anywhere. I am not certain but'.the 
city would have the power to com- 
pel the water company to tai'ce up its 
pipes. But I -would, never-go that far. 
It will be entirely sufficient to prevent 
the laying of any new pipe to put the 
Contra Costa Water Company out of 
business.' 


"That the provisions of section 19 of 


article XI of the constitution o£ this 
State are not susceptible of the con- 
struction which Mr. Olney has placed 
upon them, I have not the slightest 
doubt 


"That section reads as follows: 
" In any city where there are no 


public -works owned and controlled by 
the municipality for ' supplying the 
same with water 
any In- 


dividual or any company, duly incor- 
porated for such purpose under, and 
by authority.'of the laws of this State, 
shall 
have the privilege 


of 
using 
the 
public 
streets 
and 


thoroughfares thereof, . and of laying 
down pipes and cor;iults therein, and 
conections therewith, so far as may be 


I necessary for introducing 
into 
and 


supplying-.such city and its inhabi- 
tants... <, . . ... with fresh water.- 
for domestic and all other 
purposes, 


upon the condition that the municipal 
government .shall have the right 
to 


regulate the c'harges thereof.' 


"The foregoing provision is, in legal 


effect, a standing invitation and offer 
to any individual or duly incorporated 
company to. bring water into any city 
of this State, in which there are 
no 


public water works owned, and con- 
trolled 'by the municipality. 
When 


the fact is' that no such works are so 
owned and controlled, and an indi- 
vidual .or corporation accepts the of- 
fer held out by the constitution and 
proceeds in good faith to _build jhis or 
its plant, and "to lay mains, a contract 
is thereby created. The individual or 
corporation so accepting that offier^'ac- 
quire^ an irrevocable franchise, con- 
fering upon him or it,—in the language 
of the constitution,—'the privilege :of 
using the public streets and thorough- 
fares and of laying down pipes therein 
and conectiona therewith, so far 
as 


may be necessary for introducing into 
and supplying such city and its in- 
habitants with f-ssh water for domes- 
tic and all other purposes.' 


"After the_ right under this consti- 


tutional provision has once attached it 
cannot be curtailed or abridged, and 
the'privilege of exercising it is not 
confined to any 
particular 
time or 


times. The franchise extends to every 
public .street and thoroughfare within 
the city limits. The privilege "of us- 
ing the -streets and making the con- 
nections is .a property right, and the 
individual or corporation which has so 
acquired-it cannot 'thereafter be de- 
prived of it without due process 
of 


law. Any attempt upon the part of 
the municipality to prevent the owner 
of the right from exercising it, would, 
without 
doubt, 
meet 
;with 
speedy 


redress in the courts. 


"The argument of Mr. Olney that 


the right to lay additional pipe or to 
make new connections with the com- 
pany's mains, will continue only so 
long as the city has no -water works 
of its own, is certainly fallacious. The 
non-existence .of public water 'works 
is a condition precedent to. the - grant 
at the time it is "made. . It'is not a 
limitation of 
the 
duration ' of 
the 


grant after it has once attached.
